Talk about self -improvement. Julien Di Maria, a 
Parisian exchange student staying in Lexington, won the 
fourth-annual Rochester Road Race on Saturday, August 
15, setting a new record at 15:46.

Not to be outdone, the women's record was also 
broken by Dartmouth's Joanne Matthews, who set the 
new standard at 18:39. The previous women's record was 
held by Rochester's Darnyl DaSilva in 2008 at 21:37. The 
top six women's finishers this year all beat the record that

"This is my fifteenth race this season," said Ms. 
Matthews, still wiping the sweat from her brow after the 
5k/ 3.1 mile run. "This is my first time doing this race, 
but I've competed at the ones in Mattapoisett, Marion 
and Fairhaven. This one is rather nice and like a pancake, 
although I like them typically to have some sort of 
variables." 

The race, which was sponsored by Covanta 
Energy, was estimated to have 400 runners and walkers 
take part this year, 70 more than last year. The cost was 
$15 for runners and $8 for walkers with all of the proceeds 
going to Damien's Food Pantry. The event was started 
four years ago by Travis Van Hall, Scott Mueller, Chuck 
Kantner, Jeff Perry and Kevin Cassidy who, according 
to race organizer Patti Howard, "were five guys from 
Rochester that wanted to better the community and have 
fun at the same time."

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Rochester's Past Comes Alive

The East Rochester Congregational Church is 
home to the Rochester Historical Society collection of 
area-related artifacts. The Rochester Historical Society 
has opened its doors on Sunday afternoons this summer 
from 1:00 to 3:00 pm, so local residents can experience 
Rochester's rich history. 

The small country church on County Street 
invites us to revisit the New England of years past. 
Although the cars speed on by the building on County 
Road, the otherwise bucolic surroundings and the small 
church graveyard set the mood for browsing the Society's 
artifacts. 

The pews of the East Rochester Church serve as 
tables to the many displays an artifacts that the historical 
society has accrued over the years, ranging from copper 
photo blocks (donated by Joan Plaud of Rochester), to 
newspaper clippings and kitchen utensils of days gone 
by. There is period clothing, and a large spinning wheel to 
show how our ancestors lived in old New England. There 
is even a display of shoes from the 1700's in a glass case. 
The shoes, which are in excellent condition considering 
their age, were found between the floor and ceiling of the 
Samuel Arnold III house. 

One display that is particularly eye-catching 
is the Waterman School display. The small school was 
eventually consolidated with Center and Pierceville

schools in 1954. The Society has collected many pictures 
of Waterman classmates ranging from 1900 to the 1950's. 
Trustee Constance Eshbach loves to see Waterman alumni 
visit the museum, especially when they bear stories about 
her grandmother Marion Hartley who was a beloved 
schoolteacher during this period. She finds it amazing 
that people still feel such strong affection for their teacher, 
even 50 years after graduating grammar school. 

Historical homeowners will be especially 
interested in the large binders on individual houses and 
streets. The Society has tried to accumulate information 
on each house over the years, and this information 
is available to any town citizen who is interested in 
researching their historical dwelling.

Tucker and Secretary Tammy Ferreira were not in 
attendance. 

Brad and Susan Drake, of 140 North St., 
Mattapoisett, came before the Board with a request to be 
allowed to remove a dilapidated tree on their property. 
The tree is on a scenic road and part of the town's "scenic 
layout," and therefore needs Board approval to be 
removed. The Drakes estimate that the tree is 40 to 45 feet 
high and has to be at least over 50 years old, since it was 
quite large when they moved to Mattapoisett 48 years 
ago. 

Ms. Field asked if a tree would be planted 
somewhere in town, not necessarily in the same place, 
in lieu of the tree and Mr. Drake said he would be more 
than happy to plant one himself and would work with the 
Mattapoisett Tree Committee on doing so. Mr. Mathieu 
motioned that permission be granted for the tree to be 
removed and was seconded by Ms. Field. 

Mr. Cote asked the Board who was responsible 
for the destruction of the tree, since it was on private 
property, but needed town permission to decide upon its 
fate. Since the Chairman and Secretary of the Board were 
not in attendance, no definitive answer could be given 
until the matter was brought up to Chairman Tucker. 

An informal question and answer session was 
held for Mattapoisett residents Steve Johansen and Bill 
Caton as to the possibility of adding another driveway 
to the vacant lot at 99 Brandt Island Road. If the lot is 
developed, the gentlemen were in a discussion if the lot 
could be split off for two houses to be built upon it and 
have a driveway added. The Board stated that common 
driveways are not allowed in the Town's By-laws. 

Mr. Cote suggested to the Board that they should 
accompany him on trips to several parts of the town to 
view potential small projects, such as trimming the forests 
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on the windy sections of Crystal Spring Road near North 
Street. He also suggested putting a grate surrounding the 
large tree next to the tennis courts on Hammond Street. 
He jokingly suggested it would be a "Ride to beautify 
Mattapoisett/' 

The Meeting was adjourned at 8:15pm by Mr. 
Mathieu. The Planning Board meets every first and third 
Monday of the month at 7:30 pm at the Mattapoisett 
Town Hall.

William C. Maxwell, 87, of Marion, MA died August 11 , 
2009 after living life to the fullest. He was born in Rutherford, 
NJ and was educated at Deerfield Academy and Wesleyan

Corn 

Lend me your ear and Fll 
share with you my a-maize-ing 
''pick'' of the week. 

Okay, enough corny jokes. 

It's mid August, which 
means one thing to me. Corn 
season. Let me just be clear 
for a second - 1 look forward 
to corn season more than 
Christmas and my birthday 
combined. Lucky for us in 
the tri-town area, there is 
no short supply of fresh corn sources. With a fungal 
blight having destroyed countless tomato crops this 
summer, farmers are feeling the impact of a bad season. 
Although I have yet to get a decent native tomato this 
year, all is not lost. The corn looks great, and it just 
might be the little silver lining for frustrated growers. 

The main thing to avoid in corn season is what my 
grandmother used to call "cow corn". Most of the corn 
grown in America goes to cow feed (or the production 
of ethanol and high fructose corn syrup), and is much 
different than the sweet butter corn that we crave in 
August. Cow corn is left on the stalk to fully develop 
the kernels. "People" corn is freshly picked, and 
consumed before the sugars convert to starch. 

Corn sugars convert to starch very quickly, so it's 
easy to wind up with a less-than-sublime ear. If you 
are eating corn at any time of year other than late 
summer, then you are likely consuming starchy corn. 
It is possible to fresh-freeze sweet corn, as Bird's Eye 
has a line of "deluxe" frozen white and gold corn that is 
almost as good as the native stuff. Almost. 

Here are some tips that I have learned for getting the 
absolute best corn: 

Buy at the right places - 1 only buy corn at farm 
stands and farmers' markets. There is more assurance 
in these venues that the corn was likely picked that 
morning. I'm sure that it is possible to get decent corn 
from a supermarket, but I play it safe and make an extra 
stop. Plus, it's nice to directly support local farmers by 
patronizing their stands. 

Visually inspect - One word of advice - do not 
shuck corn at the stand or supermarket to inspect the 
ear. Don't do this even partially. It dries out the corn 
and makes the ear unsellable to other customers. Plus, 
it's an unnecessary practice. You can learn everything 
you need to know about an ear of corn by looking at 
it and gently touching the corn silk. Is the husk green? 
Is the husk nicely shaped? Is the corn silk still soft and 
slightly damp? Those are all good signs. Avoid ears 
that have dry, crispy silk, or browning husks. It's likely 



that these ears are a little too old for ideal eating. Some 
slightly older ears of corn can be used in soups and 
casseroles, but if we are talking about bare hands, butter 
and salt, then you need the freshest corn possible. 

Cook with care - Corn should never be overcooked. 
It gets mushy and starts to taste like starchy cow corn 
if it spends too much time cooking. For perfect results 
every time, I blanch ears of corn in boiling water for 
about a minute or two - no longer. You can also grill 
corn. Being careful to leave the husk on the stalk, peel 
back the husk to expose the corn silk - remove the corn 
silk and carefully wrap the husk around the corn, tying 
the husk in place with twine. Soak the corn in water for 
15 to 30 minutes so the corn will steam as it grills. Place 
the still-husked corn on a medium-hot grill and cook for 
15-20 minutes, turning the ears often. You can brush the 
corn with olive oil before grilling if you so wish. 
So what to do with all this delicious corn? Here are a 
couple of my favorite recipes this season: 

Confetti Salad 

Needed: 

6 ears of corn, blanched with kernels cut off cob 
1 can of black beans, rinsed 
1 pint of cherry tomatoes, chopped 
1 handful of cilantro, finely chopped 
1 small onion, finely chopped 
1 clove of garlic, minced 
□ cup olive oil 
juice of three limes 

Combine the above and toss. Add salt and pepper 
as needed. For an extra kick, throw in half of a finely 
minced jalapeno. 

Sweet Corn and Cauliflower Chowder 

Needed: 

1 cauliflower head, cut into large chunks 
5-6 medium-sized carrots, peeled and chopped 
1 large onion, chopped 

2- 3 cloves of garlic, minced 

3- 4 ears of corn, with kernels cut off cob 
64 oz of chicken broth 

4 medium sized potatoes, peeled and cubed 
olive oil 
salt and pepper 

Sautee onion and garlic in olive oil until soft. Add 
carrots, potatoes, and cauliflower. Add chicken broth 
and bring broth to a gentle boil. Lower heat, and allow 
vegetables to cook until all are fork-tender. Using an 
immersion blender, blend the soup until smooth - both 
the potatoes and cauliflower will make the mixture 
thicken. As a final step, add the corn. This recipe would 
be great with leftover crumbled sausage or a tiny dollop 
of sour cream. - Enjoy!

Aliens?

District 9. Starring Sharlto Copley and David James. 
Directed by Neill Blomkamp. Running time: 112 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

They used to say August was a dead zone for movies, 
the dumping ground for summer films that couldn't 
compete with the big dogs of May and June. Not any 
more. When one weekend in August brings us Hayao 
Miyazaki's magnificent Ponyo and Neill Blomkamp 's 
perfect piece of parable entertainment District 9, it's time 
to reassess the eighth month. Like the best sci-fi, District 
9 is a sociopolitical allegory of sorts, equating repressed 
and dispossessed aliens with the forced relocation of Cape 
Town residents. It's also a kick- ass monster movie, though 
the monsters tend to be the humans, and the audience 
hoots when an alien turns one of the bad guys into a fine 
red mist. 

There's an honest-to-god character arc here — 
remember those? Remember when there were actual 
characters in summer entertainment? The hero here is 
Wikus van der Merwe, a dorky clipboard-carrier for the 
MNU (Multi-National United), which has kept the aliens 
(or "prawns") in squalor for 28 years while trying to 
figure out how to use the aliens' weaponry. (The weapons 
only work if an alien uses them.) Wikus is played by 
Sharlto Copley as a mix of Rupert Pupkin and Lionel 
Cosgrove, the dweeby but ultimately heroic protagonist 
of Peter Jackson's Dead Alive. (Jackson produced and 
"presents" District 9.) Wikus starts out as an amiably 
callous company drone, treating the aliens with offensive 
jocularity as he tries to get their "signatures" to "approve" 
their relocation from the ghettos of Johannesburg to a 
place with even less stellar conditions. 

Things happen, and Wikus slowly, organically begins 
to empathize with the "prawns." We do, too, as the film 
introduces an intelligent "prawn" and his plucky little son. 




who keeps saying things like "We go home now?" The 
special effects in District 9 are subtly dazzling, creating 
computer-generated aliens that always seem to exist 
in actual space. The movie's atmosphere — hot, hazy, 
grungy — made me glad of the theater's air conditioning. 
Blomkamp and his team have built a physically 
persuasive world here, even if many of its people are sort 
of caricatures. The chief villains — an MNU higher-up, 
a bald gung-ho mercenary, a wheelchair-bound Nigerian 
warlord — ooze cartoonish menace. But that's part of the 
fun and the irony — the "prawns," with their icky tendrils 
and unintelligible masticatory speech, come to seem more 
human than the humans. 

In truth. District 9's credibility as an allegory has been 
a bit overstated elsewhere, and probably won't stand up 
to close scrutiny — otherwise you're essentially saying 
that black South Africans are ugly chattering crustaceans 
addicted to cat food. Neill Blomkamp grew up in 
Johannesburg, and he thought it would be a fine desolate 
place to set a sci-fi film — that's more or less how far we 
should take the analogy. But it is a backdrop we don't 
often see outside of art-house dramas. And the action 
sequences are clean, exciting, inventive, and always 
rooted in an identifiable goal. The movie also has the most 
emotionally perfect final shot since Shaun of the Dead, 
which, like this film, did not originate in Hollywood. We 
Americans used to be good at this stuff, maybe at one 
time the best. Not any more. But it's good that other world 
citizens are taking up the slack.

Protect Yourself Against Mosquitoes 

The Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
has announced that West Nile Virus has been found in 
mosquitoes in the towns of Westborough and Westford. 
This follows yesterday's finding of a positive mosquito 
sample in Boston and one from Walpole in July. The 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) virus has been found 
twice in mosquitoes from Freetown. 

Avoid Mosquito Bites: Be aware of peak mosquito 
hours. The hours from dusk to dawn are peak biting times 
for many mosquitoes. Consider rescheduling outdoor 
activities that occur during evening or early morning. 
Wearing long-sleeves, long pants and socks when 
outdoors will help keep mosquitoes away from your skin. 

Apply insect repellent when outdoors - use a 
repellent with DEET or oil of lemon eucalyptus according 
to the instructions on the product label. DEET products 
should not be used on infants under two months of age 
and should be used in concentrations of 30% or less on 
older children. Oil of lemon eucalyptus should not be 



used on children under three years of age. 

Mosquito-Proof Your Home: Drain standing water. 
Mosquitoes lay their eggs in standing water. Limit the 
number of places around your home for mosquitoes to 
breed by either draining or discarding items that hold 
water. Check rain gutters and drains. Empty any unused 
flowerpots and wading pools, and change water in 
birdbaths frequently. Keep mosquitoes outside by having 
tightly-fitting screens on all of your windows and doors.
